and is particularly susceptible to dis-- 
ease, Dr. A. J. Pieters and Sir. Edgar 
Brown of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, addressing the 
meeting of the Wholesale Grass Seed 
Dealers at Chicago, recommended that; 
no red clover seed of Italian origin be 
imported and that In certain sections 
where the winters are severe, no for- 
*ign-grown red clover seed be used. 
(Observations and careful tests made 
in many parts of the country by the 
department and state experiment sta­ 
tions have provided ample proof that 
these recommendations are Justified. 
Wherever Italian red .clover seed 
has l>een tried, with the exception of 
the Pacific Northwest, the result bae 
been low yields or total failures in 
most cases, and when unusually favor­ 
able conditions produced a fairly sat­ 
isfactory first crop there was little 
second growth. 
Where winter condi­ 
tions are not so severe or where the 
•in >w covering has afforded protection 
against the cold the other foreign red 
clover has done fairly well, and be­ 
cause the supply of home-grown seed 
Is not sufficient it Is necessary to use 
it. 
Yields Compared. 
Actual tests at a number of stations 
show how seed from various sources 
produces In the United States.

Ashland, Wis., red clover from Chile 
produced a first cutting of 3.77 tons 
P‘»r acre; French seed produced 2.9 
tons; Bohemian, 3.2 tons; and home 
grown seed from Idaho, Tennessee, 
Wisconsin, Ohio and Oregon averaged 
2.S3 tons. Here tile heavy snows’ cov­ 
ering reduced the effect of the severe 
winter.

is needed to make lip the deficiency of 
red and alsike seed. If all foreign seed 
were poor the department would not 
recommend its importation even in the 
face of the great shortage, but tests 
have shown that certain strains do 
well here in certain .sections when 
the weather is not too severe. 
Then 
is great need to Increase the produc­ 
tion of clover seed in this country. 
Much Seed Imported. 
It was brought out before the seed 
dealers that between July I, 1923, and 
January 15, 1924, more than 0,700,000 
pounds of red clover seed had been 
imported, 
and 
that 
nearly 
300,000 
pounds of it hail been brought from 
Italy. 
In addition, about 200,000 of 
the seed shipped from other parts of 
Europe is thought to have originated 
n Italy. 
Considering the known and 
uspoofed Italian seed, It seems that 
about 8 per cent of the imported red 
lover seed is of the kind which will 
lot produce a satisfactory crop except, 
possibly, in the Pacific Northwest. The

Joseph and his companions, 
footsore, hungry and weary, one day 
at twilight came to a hill southwest 
of Glastonbury and saw a fairyland 
valley beneath wrapped around by the 
sliver ribbon of the Brent river, they 
knew their wanderings were over and 
that there they should raise a citadel 
of faith to their risen Lord. 
Deep Into the earth Joseph struck 
the staff thnt had given him such good 
service on the long march, as a token 
that his work should take root there 
and flourish. 
This thorn staff was a 
cutting 
from 
the 
very 
Palestinian 
thorn tree, according to tradition, from 
which thirty years before had been 
stripped branches and pointed leaves 
to make the crown of mockery worn 
by the Man of Sorrows on the cross. 
The staff so impulsively planted 
took root, according to the legend, 
and blossomed, strangely enough at 
Christmas, as well as In the summer 
time, at the same time bearing ripe 
fruit.
